SOME PROVISIONS 
OF SUFFRAGE BILL 


Ottawa March 20.—The bill giving 
votes to women, read for the first time 
in the house of commons this afternoon 
provides that “every female person 
shall be able to vote at a Dominion el- 
ection who (a) is a British subject; 
(b) is of the age of 21 years and up- 
wards; (c) has resided in the constit- 
uency in which she seeks to vote for a 
period of at least 3 months immediat- 
ely preceding the date of the issue of 
the writ for an election in each con- 
stituency, and (d) is not disqualified on 
account of race, blood or original na- 
tionality, to vote at elections for mem- 
bers of the legislative assembly of the 
province in which the constituency is 
situated in which such female person 
seeks to vote.” 

For the purpose of the bill a fe- 
male person is deemed to be a Brit- 
ish subject if she was born a British 
subject and is unmarried and has not 
become the subject of any foreign po- 
wer, or, if she has herself been person- 
ally naturalized a British Subject. 
She is further deemed a British sub- 
ject if previously an alien, she mar- 
ried a British subject or notwithstan- 
ding marriage to an alien, she was at 
the time of such marriage a British

TAXATION UPON AMUSEMENTS 
TO BE ENLARGED 


The Amusements tax Act which re- 


THE WESTERN GLOBE, 


dens the scope of taxation and raises 
the rates, although the seale, Hon. G. 
P. Smith points out, is from 25 to 60 
per cent below what it is imposed in 
ether provinces. “Place of amusement 
‘sg defined to include not only all de- 
scriptions of theatres but every place 
where an entertainment is given; an 
atheletic meeting a boxing bout, a 
circus and a menagerie. 

Every person attending such plhdiom 
must pay taxes according to the fol- 
lowing scaale: One cent when the pri- 
ce of admission is from ten to twenty 
cents; two-and a half cents when the 
price of admission is more than twenty 
but not more than 7T5c.; five cents 
when the price of admission is more 
than 75c. and not more than a dollar; 
i cents when it is more than one 
dollar. 

A tax of 25c. shall be paid for every 
person attending a boxing bout or con- 
test. Persons having passes or com- 
plimentary tickets must pay according 
to the price of the entertainment. 

The tax shall as under the old act be 
collected by the owner of the place of 
amusement. 

The penalty for infringement in the 
case of the patron is from not more 
| than $50 and in the case of the owner 
it runs from $25 to $200 for each of- 
fense. Power is also given the pro- 
vincial secretary to revoke licenses. 

The act goes into force on the Ist of 
May.

A HERITAGE WASTED 

Dr. J. G. Rutherford made a most 
severe arraignment of government, as 
we have had it in Canada, during his 
address before the members of the 
Calgary Forward Club the other eve- 
ning. As he put it our law makers 
and administrators have badly mixed 
the two terms “development” and “ex- 
ploitation,” and have given us very 
much of the latter and little of the 
former. To illustrate his point he 
stated that there were about 80,000,- 
000 acres of arable land in Alberta 
with 5,000,000 under cultivation, yet 
it is now practically impossible to find 
a homestead worth the taking. 

The inference is, of course that our 
past government, either through ig- 
|norance or by design, permitted the 
‘land to be grabbed up for a mere song 
by speculators—men who had no idea , 
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but who were filled with get-rich-quick 
ideas, and‘were quite willing to hold 
the land until its value was raised by 
the development work of others, and 
they reaped the harvest of dollars 
Without any effort of their own. 

‘o know something of the situation, 
and to understand that Dr. Rutherford 
Was not speaking at random, one need 
only scan the land sale advertisements 
in ‘the daily papers, noting what a 
large number of raw land offers there 
are just now. Most of this raw land 
fs speculator lahd, and land that should 
have been held by, the governments of 
the past for homesteading purposes 
Today, as Dr Ruthrford says, it is 
next thing to impossible to find a hom- 
stead in Alberta worth the taking. If 
you want land in this province now 
it is necessary to pay a big price for 
it. And yet the uncultivated arable 
land of the province totals something 
more than 70,000,000 acres, 

There were suggestions made that 
the government should force these 
spculator land holders either to culti- 
vate the land or give them up. Nat- 
urally the idea of confiscation is re- 
pugnant to the well-ordered minJ, but 
it Is a question if there is anything ve- 
ry sacred in the contracts whereby 
past government handed the land over 
to these people. Certainly the country 
received no benfit from the transac- 
tions: on the contrary, development 
is now being held back because of 
them. The only people who. stand to 
win are the speculators—the men who 
reap where they have not sown. If 
the government does not confiscate, at 
least it should make longer holding of 
the land too expensive a system of tax- 
ation, thus forcing it on th market at 
reasonable prices.
